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Steps are taken to rid 
a community of drugs

SAN DIEGO — The prayers of Christ 
the King parishioners and community 
residents were partially answered March 
4 when San Diego Police Department 
officials told them more foot patrol 
officers will be assigned to their drug- 
plagued neighborhood. 

That afternoon about 150 people 
assembled at Christ the King parish hall 
to march and pray for an end to the open 
drug dealing along 32nd Street, between 
Martin Luther King Way and Ocean 
View Boulevard. 

Deputy Police Chief Manuel 
Guaderrama~ and’ Lieutenant George 
Saldamando, commander of SDPD’s 
newly formed WE CAN (Walking 
Enforcement Against Narcotics) unit, 
told the marchers that 12 more officers 
would be added to the foot patrols in 
April, bringing the total to 24. Another 12 
will be assigned in June. 

Most of the WE CAN officers will be 
assigned to Southeast San Diego areas 
having a high level of drug dealing, 
Guaderrama said. 

Father Robert Fambrini, pastor, said 
the Ash Wednesday march’s theme was 
“‘choose life and say no to drugs.”’ 

He led the group in procession along 
32nd Street to K Street, stopping at three 
corners to read Bible passages. Clergy 
from area churches, principals from 
nearby schools, and SDPD officers also 
joined the march. 

Many marchers carried posters stating 
“‘say no to drugs.’’ Some of these were in 
Spanish. 

“I have seen drugs being sold on the 
front steps of the church,’’ Father 
Fambrini said.

Augustinian community celebrates 1600th anniversary of founder’s conversion

NORTH PARK — San _ Diego’s 
Augustinian community gathered at St. 
Patrick Church March 8 to celebrate’ the 
1,600th anniversary of the conversion of 
St. Augustine, a doctor and father of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher was principal 
celebrant of the liturgy. He was joined by 
15 Augustinian priests, including Father 
John Keller, provincial of the California 
Augustinians, Father Michael Scanlon, 
president-elect of the Catholic Theo- 
logical Society of America, and Father 
Robert Gavotto, pastor of St. Patrick 
parish. 

During the liturgy, St. Augustine was 
characterized as a key figure in Western 
Spirituality. His literary works “‘have had 
a tremendous influence in the church,”’ 
said Bishop Maher. 

Born in Tagaste, North Africa, in 354, 
Augustine led .a sinful life in his early 
years. As a young man he rejected 
Christianity, despite his mother Monica’s 
fervent prayers for his conversion. He 
fathered an illegitimate child and joined a 
contemporary religious sect. 

He was, however, an intellectual and 
eventually became a professor of rhetoric 
in Milan, Italy, where he met his spiritual 
luminary — St. Ambrose, bishop of 
Milan. 

In 386, Augustine resigned his teaching 
post and began preparation for Baptism. 
Bishop Ambrose baptized him during the 
Easter Vigil in 387, along with his son 
Adeodatus. Monica, who was also des- 
tined for sainthood, died shortly after her 
son’s baptism. 

Ten years after his conversion, 
Augustine was named bishop of Hippo, 
now Annaba, Algeria. He continued his 
episcopacy until his death in 430 at the 
age of 76.

VATICAN CITY — St. Augustine’s 
fidelity to church doctrine in the fourth 
century is a model for 20th-century 
theologians, Pope John Paul II said. 

The: North African saint left a 
theological method of study based on 
“*full adherence to the authority of the 
faith,’’ the pope said in a recent letter to 
the world’s bishops. 

St. Augustine’s theological method, 
which the pope said is particularly valid 
today, included ‘‘the convinced 
certainty that Christian doctrine comes 
from God.”’

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Lights, camera 
and reaction to 
a powerful film 


A couple of weeks ago, Msgr. John R. Portman 
invited a large group of people to celebrate the 85th 
birthday of his mother, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Portman. Dr. Lee Cottrell videotaped the party and 
showed it on the TV before the evening was over. 

But the star attraction was the premiere showing 
of a videocassette of a 14-minute production titled 
“My Son, My Son.’’? It was produced by 
Franciscan Communications of Los Angeles and 
will be in general commercial production starting 
this June. 


What made it so appropriate for the evening is 
that the film was made from a short story written by 
Msgr. Portman, pastor of Sacred Heart Church in 
Coronado. 

In January, 1986, Msgr. Portman decided to try 
his hand at writing short stories. They are really 
modern morality tales. He limits himself to 1,000 
words, very carefully crafted and tested. 

This videocassette started out as a powerful short 
story called ‘‘Clair de Lune,’’ in which a 
professional violinist loses his ability to perform 
when his talented son contracts AIDS, is disowned 
by his father and dies. 

The movie producer decided that it needed a 
classier title, so the working title was ‘“The 
Wounded Healer.’’ Since it ends up being the story 
of two different father-son combinations, the final 
title is ‘“My Son, My Son.”’ 

Franciscan Communications is a very fine and 
friendly company to work with. They invited the 
author to meet the script-writer, the producer, the 
director and the actors as the work continued 
through production. 

When it finally arrived at the point of filming, 
Msgr. Portman and his mother were invited to 
come on the set whenever they could make it to Los 
Angeles. They were there the day a restaurant scene 
was filmed, and the director asked ‘them to sit in 
with the extras. So, completely unprepared, they 
made their movie debut. 

We viewed the local, surprise premiere in groups 
of 10 or 12, and when the film was over, there 
wasn’t a dry eye in the audience. It is powerful. 

The violin solo that was used instead of Clair de 
Lune is Mendelsohn’s ‘‘On Wings of Song,”’ and it 
is magnificent. It is also the key element in the 
suspense of this fine little work. 

The moral, of course, is the thoroughly gospel 
theme of understanding and compassion for the 
fallen. Condemn the sin but rush to show 
compassion for the sinner. The film demonstrates 
just how blind we all can be when our prejudices are 
involved. 

Msgr. Portman has finished over a dozen of these 
stories, and interest has been expressed in filming 
more of them. I hope that some day they will be 
published by one of the major Catholic publishing 
houses as an illustrated book of short stories. 

His first story, by the way, is ““The Elder 
Brother,’’ the story of the Prodigal Son as told by 
the older.brother, the one who stayed home and 
worked for his father. 

The second is ‘‘Shinola,’’ the tale of a very 
expensive pair of leather boots that are purchased 
by a young man who is not worthy. of them. It was 
occasioned by memories of priests who finish all the 
course work for their doctorates but hesitate or falter 
over actually writing the dissertation. 

I’ll let you guess how these are worked out, but 
there is a ‘‘kicker’’ in each story. 

**My Son, My Son’’ is a powerful experience that 
challenges the viewer to examine his or her own 
prejudices. It should be available through Catholic 
religious goods stores in a few weeks.

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Bind us together, Lord 


Around 1914 my maternal grandfather came to the 
United States from Ballymacdermott, County Armagh, 
Ireland. He was soon joined by two of his brothers, while 
two others stayed at home. Of the two who remained in 
Ireland, one of them, Joseph Taggert, had inherited the 
family farm, and the other, Stephen, entered Maynooth 
Seminary and was ordained a priest in 1920. 

As I was growing up in San Diego, my grandfather 
would occasionally allude to his brothers, passing on any 
news to our family which he would receive. I recall one 
day asking: ‘‘Grandpa, would you ever like to go back to 
Ireland?’’ 

Grandpa, puffing on his pipe, peered at me over the top 
of the paper and replied: ‘‘I would not.’’ End of 
discussion. 

In later years, enough words and feelings slipped out of 
my grandfather to indicate his reasons for staying put. 
They had something to do with a famine, an army and 
another country. I never really understood exactly what 
the problem was until 1969 when riots exploded in 
Northern Ireland between Catholics and Protestants. 
Only then, with extensive press coverage of the tragedy 
and an attempt to explain the situation, did I begin to 
have a keener insight into my grandfather’s love for his 
heritage and his lack of desire to return to his native place. 

In 1979 I went back for him, It was a thrill to meet the 
new family that had sprung up since my grandfather’s 
departure, and to see the farm, where he was born and 
raised, that his brother Joseph had maintained and 
expanded through the years. 

It was even more of a thrill to meet Father Stephen and 
share with him in the priestly fraternity. But it was also an 
education in the hard reality of bitter divisions that exist 
to this day on that small island — divisions among 
Christians which should never be. 

I am well aware of the arguments that describe the 
divisions more as economic, social or political. The reality 
of the fact, however, is that the divisions are almost 
always labeled only one thing: Protestant vs. Catholic. 

I simply could not understand, nor can I yet, how any 
individual or group of people, who claim to be followers of 
Jesus Christ, are able to strike out with such bitterness at 
fellow believers and be proud of the fact. It is a tragedy for 
the gospel that sectarian politics has divided the Body of 
Christ. 

Thus, it was a moment of great hope and 
encouragement on Sunday evening, March f, when 


Catholics, Episcopalians and Protestants, Irish men and 
women and Americans, gathered in Good Samaritan 
Episcopal Church in University City to honor St. Patrick, 
the Apostle of Ireland. 

Though we were thousands of miles away from the 
strife and anguish that marks the lives of:so many Irish 
Christians, our hearts were united in prayer for peace in 
that distant, troubled: land. 

The homilist for the evening was Father Neal Carlin, 


_ who has founded a house of prayer and reconciliation in 


Derry, Northern Ireland. Father Carlin related some of 
the events that have taken place through Columba House, 
events where Protestants and Catholics have come 
together marching, working, praying for peace and 
demanding an end to the sectarian strife that haunts their 
homes. 

Obviously the ministry provided by Columba House is 
not an easy one, and surely not everyone in Derry, 
Protestant or Catholic, supports its ideals. But Father 
Carlin and his co-workers are determined to persevere in 
the tough, essential work they have undertaken to bind 
the Christians of Ireland together in the name of Jesus 
Christ. 

Perhaps the highlight of the evening came toward the 
end of the service when those of us present joined hands 
and sang a hymn composed at the Christian Renewal 
Centre in Rostreveor. The refrain goes: 

Bind us together, Lord, bind us together, 
with cords that cannot be broken; 

Bind us together, Lord, bind us together, 
bind us together in love. 

It is such a simple prayer. It takes so little faith. If each 
of us could sincerely sing that hymn from our hearts, it 
would mean an end to strife in Northern Ireland, an end 
to the mistrust between East and West, an end to 
divisions among all people of whatever race or creed. 

The task of Christian Unity and of global peace and 
justice is not an easy one. The way will be hard and often- 
times dangerous. But maybe Father Carlin and Columba 
House have shown us a way.

Holiday not what it used to be

If St. Patrick’s Day is your favorite holiday, consider 
reviving the ancient Irish custom of celebrating 
vegetarian style for three days and three nights. 

No meat is allowed because the feast occurs during 
Lent. But the food should be good and the feast celebrated 
as if Patrick himself were alive and at the door, or so 
stipulates the tradition. 


The three-day, three-night festival is the first of the four 
honors due Patrick throughout the whole of Ireland, says 
Carolyn Lee, rare books librarian at the Catholic 
University of America. 

The other honors are that a proper office be read for the 
feast of St. Patrick ‘‘falling asleep,’’ or dying; that the 
hymn of St. Patrick be sung throughout the celebration, 
and that the prayer ‘‘Faeth Fiada’”’ be sung always, Lee 
said. 


The ‘‘Faeth Fiada,’’ traditionally thought to be written 
by Patrick, protects the reciter’s body and soul against 
evil powers, including ‘‘spells of women, and smiths, and 
druids,’? and was known as Patrick’s Lorica, or 
breastplate. 

The druids figured largely in many of the adventures 
attributed to Patrick. One early account in the Book of 


Armagh focuses on Patrick’s famous contest on the Hill of 
Slane with druids in front of King Laogaire. 

There, Patrick — singing the prayer — confronts the 
assembled powers of paganism, Lee said. 

The pagans are meeting at Tara, their Babylon, and all 
the country’s lights are supposed to be out, but Patrick is 
holding the Easter Flame, the first Irish Easter. 

The druids try to kill Patrick, and a contest of miracles 
ensues. The druids can perform only black magic, but 
Patrick can undo it, and incinerates his primary 
opponent. 

The king, after being threatened by Patrick, agrees that 
it is better to believe than to die and allows Ireland to be 
Christianized. Patrick generously grants that the king’s 
reign be prolonged, but because he had served as a 
stumbling block to Patrick’s mission, none of the king’s 
heirs should ever be king. 

Lee notes that Catholic University has a large collection 
of materials relating to Ireland, including many rare 
books and facsimiles of manuscripts such as the Books of 
Armagh and Kells. 

St. Patrick’s Day celebrants might well ponder 
Patrick’s exploits with the druids and the king and 
consider performing the four-fold honors due the 
magnificent St. Patrick starting March 17.

SANTEE — What was once a bombed-out building in 
Derry, Northern Ireland, is now a place where Christians 
gather to pray. 

Father Neal Carlin opened the Columba House of 
Reconciliation in 1981. It serves as a meeting place for 
relatives of prisoners and others who need healing. 

‘Reconciliation means freedom from fear,’’ said 
Father Carlin during an interview with the Southern Cross at 
Guardian Angels parish. The native of Northern Ireland 
was there last month visiting with a former seminary 
classmate, Father Michael Cunnane, pastor. 

He spoke at a March 1 ecumenical prayer service at 
Good Shepherd Episcopal Church in University City. 

Father Carlin said the house of reconciliation is the 
backbone of the Christians Together Movement, an 
organization composed of the .main Christian 
denominations in Derry. The group gathers for prayer 
meetings and street processions in an effort to end the 
violence that plagues Northern Ireland. 

He said the idea for the movement came to him while 
on retreat in Scotland. Discoveries he made while visiting 
Ciudad Juarez, Mexico, also played a part. 

In Mexico, he became more aware of ‘‘the dignity of 
the human person. When a person knows one’s dignity, 
he can forgive the oppressor. Forgiveness brings about 
justice and disarms the opposition,’’ he said. 

Realizing that many people in Derry were searching for 
ways to forgive inspired him to open Columba House. 

“*There’s no sense in praying if God doesn’t answer. 
But God does,’’ he said. 

The power of prayer is evident in the house’s continued 
operation. Donations provide its funding. Collections are 
never taken up at Masses. Several times when the coffers 
were almost empty, he has received a gift for a speaking 
engagement or donations were sent in by groups who 
have learned of the house, Father Carlin said. 

He cited a march through the streets of Derry by 400 
people on Good Friday 1985 to show that God responds.

Following this, the violence stopped for a month. 
He noted that most violent acts have been halted since 


the Anglo-Irish Agreement was signed in November 


1985. The agreement established an Intergovernmental 
Conference in which British and Irish representatives 
discuss issues. 

Through the accord, ‘‘the Catholics were placated, but 
the Protestant para-military groups intensified their 


activities. The incidents of violence are fewer, but they 
are more vile,’’ he said. He cited the ‘case of a woman 
whose house door was kicked in by assassins. She was 
killed in sight of her two children. 

Revolts by Catholics in the late 1960s caused the 
government to respond to their grievances with changes 
in voting and improved housing and employment. 

To understand the. problems in Northern Ireland 
today, where two-thirds of the population is Protestant, 
one has to look back to the 16th century. The English 
“‘who planted Ulster were encouraged to look on 
Catholics as idol worshippers,’’ he said. 


Throughout the centuries, a ‘‘subconscious bigotry”’ 
against Catholics has been instilled among the Protestant 
population, ‘‘even among the educated,”’’ he said. 

However, he said the problem is actually political. 
“‘One group controlled the land and backed it up with 
religion.’’ Because of this, ‘‘religion divides the people.’’ 

“Tt suited the politicians to label the people ‘Catholics 
against Protestants’ instead of ‘republicans vs. 
unionists,’~’’ he said. 

Britain’s control of Northern Ireland also contributes to 
the religious division. ‘‘Protestants feel the British 
support them, so they (Protestants) don’t have to work 
with Catholics,’’ he said. 

Although Britain’s withdrawal would initially intensify 
the violence, he believes it would eventually pull the two 
religious groups together. 


“People are desperate for healing, both spiritual and 
psychological,’’ he said, adding that ‘‘healing happens in 
a quiet, serene way.’’ This need has caused him ‘‘to move 
into action for others ... working for the plight of people’’ 
at Columba House. 

His involvement in the charismatic movement in the 
1970s made him ponder how to promote the kingdom of 
God on earth, causing him to channel his energy into 
social justice WwOuk, he said. 

Before opening the house of reconciliation, he had been 
working with prisoners. He continues to minister to 
persons awaiting trial. 


Seminar focuses on how to resolve conflicts

resolution in a ministerial setting? The 
two terms sound contradictory in the 
Christian environment of reconciliation 
and cooperation that should characterize 
parish life.

BUFFALO, N.Y. — A Catholic priest was found 
stabbed to death in a Buffalo rectory March 8, only 12 
days after another priest was discovered slain in a 
similar manner less than a mile away. 

Tio suspects were taken into custody March 9, 
including one man arrested in San Diego. 

The body of 74-year-old Msgr. David P. Herlihy 
was found with multiple stab wounds tied to a chair in 
the rectory of St. Matthew Catholic Church, where he 
lived. 
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Suspects arrested for murder of Buffalo priests 


His body was discovered by Father Leo F. 
McCarthy, pastor of St. Matthew’s. 

The body of Father A. Joseph Bissonette, 55, central 
city vicar of the Diocese of Buffalo, was found Feb. 24 
in the rectory of St. Bartholomew Catholic Church, 
where he was pastor. Like Msgr. Herlihy, he had been 
tied to a chair and stabbed to death. 

Money was found missing from both rectories after 
the slayings, said Richard Donovan, chief of the 
Buffalo police homocide bureau. 

The two suspects have been charged with second 
degree murder and robbery, said Donovan. The men,

At 2:20 a.m. San Diego police officers arrested

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While driving to the church earlier that 
afternoon, he said that three people 
signaled and offered to sell him drugs. 

A survey of area residents revealed that 
drug dealing is their number one 
concern, said Philomene White, vice 
president of Christ the King Community 
Organization, which sponsored the 
demonstration. The anti-drug march is 


' the first ‘‘action’”’ ever undertaken by this 


community group, she added. 

‘They sell drugs right in plain view,”’ 
White noted. People stop their cars in the 
middle of the street and block traffic while 
making their purchases, she added. 

Although the illegal activity continues 
throughout the day, it is worse during the 
early morning and late afternoon when 
people are going to and returning from 
work, White said. 
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Recent sweeps by SDPD helped, she 
said. However, she wants police officers 
to continue their foot patrols so ‘“‘dealers 
will scatter and move on to other areas.’”’ 

‘‘Drugs hurt families. I lost a niece and 
have a granddaughter in jail because of 
drugs,’’ said Alice Smith, a parishioner. 

‘‘The solution is concerned people. We 
have to fight against drugs even if it 
means death for us,’’ Smith said. ‘‘This is 
a poor area. People shouldn’t be spending 
their money on drugs.”’ 

Janet and Ed Mansfield, parishioners 
for 19 years, said many church members 
are afraid to come to parish functions held 
at night because of the drug dealing in 
front of the church. 

Ed hopes the police will continue using 
the foot patrols because they work.

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. « Vatican condemns in vitro fertilization 


New document also rejects surrogate motherhood and human embryo experiments

VATICAN CITY — A new Vatican document on pro- 
creation rejects as morally illicit in vitro fertilization, sur- 
rogate motherhood, and experiments. with human 
embryos. 

Issued by the Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, the 40-page document urges civil authorities to 
prohibit such practices as contrary to individual rights, 
family welfare and the institution of marriage. 

It also criticizes some forms of pre-natal diagnosis, 
embryo freezing and reproductive cell donations. 

However the document — entitled ‘‘Instruction on 
Respect for Human Life in its Origin and on the Dignity 
of Procreation: Replies to Certain Questions of the Day”’ 
— says techniques meant to ‘‘facilitate’’ the conjugal act 
are acceptable. 

The document draws from previous church teachings 
on marriage and the church’s traditional defense of 
human life from conception. It urges theologians to help 
Catholics understand those teachings. 

Dated Feb. 22 and released by the Vatican March 10, 
the document was signed by the congregation’s prefect, 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, and its secretary, Archbishep 
Alberto Bovone. 

The long-expected statement rejects any form of in 
vitro fertilization (conception of life in the laboratory), 
even when it uses only the reproductive cells of the 
married couple utilizing it. 


In addition the document criticizes: 

e Presintal diagnosis in which the discovery of fetal 
defects may lead to abortion. 

e Embryo experimentation ‘‘not directly therapeutic.”’ 

© Production of ‘‘spare’’ embryos for experimentation 
or commercial use. 

e Freezing of embryos. 

© Pre-selection of sex or other characteristics. 

© Use of outside sperm or egg donors. 

¢ Surrogate motherhood. 

Underlying the entire document were two principles: 

e ‘‘The inviolability of the innocent human being’s 
right to life from the moment of conception until death.”’ 

¢ The ‘‘special character’? of the transmission of 
human life through sexual intercourse between married 
partners. 

‘The human being is to be respected and treated as a 
person from the moment of conception,’’ the document 
says. ‘‘His rights as a person must be recognized”’ 
particularly ‘‘thé inviolable right of every innocent 
human being to life.”’ - 

Prenatal diagnosis is morally licit if it aims at “‘safe- 
guarding or healing’’ and subjects neither the mother nor 
the embryo to ‘‘disproportionate risks,’’ it says. 

The document, however, strongly condemns prenatal 
diagnosis when its findings may lead to abortion. 

‘*A diagnosis which shows the existence of a malforma- 
tion or a hereditary illness must not be the equivalent of a 
death sentence,’’ it says. 

Experimentation on an embryo or any interventions 


not ‘‘directed toward its healing, improvement’’ or 
‘individual survival’’ is also rejected. 

““If the embryos are living, whether viable or not, they 
must be respected just like any other human person,’’ the 
document says. ‘‘Experimentation on embryos which is 
not directly therapeutic is illicit.”’ 

Freezing embryos is condemned because of the ‘‘grave 
risks of death or harm’’ and because even the temporary 
loss ‘‘of maternal shelter and gestation’’ exposes embryos 
to possible ‘‘further offenses and manipulation.’’ 

Also judged ‘‘contrary to the human dignity proper to 
the embryo”’ and its right to be ‘‘conceived and to be 
born within marriage and from marriage’’ are scientific . 
experiments involving cross-fertilization of human and 
animal reproductive cells, gestation of human embryos in 
animal uteruses or the development of artificial uteruses 
for human embryos. 

Efforts ‘‘aimed at producing human beings selected 
according to sex or other predetermined qualities’ are 
wrong because ‘‘every person must be respected for 
himself,’’ the document says. f 

In examining questions of human procreation, the 
document says the ‘‘unborn child must be the fruit of 
marriage.’’: 

Thus all artificial fertilization using either a donated 
sperm or a donated egg from someone other than one of 
the spouses is ‘‘morally illicit.”’ 

Such practices produce ‘‘a rupture between genetic 
parenthood, gestational parenthood and responsibility for 
upbringing,’’ the document says. 


Santuary movement still active, says seminarian

LA MESA — The work of the sanctuary movement 
has not been slowed by the conviction of eight sanctuary 
workers in Tucson, Ariz., last May. 

Seven received a suspended sentence and a five-year 
probation while the case is under appeal. 

‘Two priests sentenced were Father Anthony Clark of 
Sacred Heart parish, Nogales, Ariz., and Father Ramon 
Dagoberto Quinones of Nogales, Mexico. ; 

Also convicted were Franciscan Sister Darlene Nicgor- 
ski, a Presbyterian minister and four laypersons. 

These convictions have encouraged people to become 
more active in the movement, said Philip Conger, one of 
the sanctuary workers sentenced. 

He spoke last weekend at a fund-raiser at the First 
United Methodist Church of La Mesa. 

In an interview with the Southern Cross, Conger said that 
Stacey Merkt, the eighth worker convicted, is serving a 
six-month prison sentence in Fort Worth, Texas, for a 
previous conviction. The judge refused to reconsider her 
sentence, even after her previous conviction was over- 
turned, Conger said. Merkt is three months pregnant. 

There are fewer refugees from El Salvador, Guatemala 
and Nicaragua than there were six years ago when repres- 
sion and persecution were more overt, said Conger. 
‘‘There’s a kind of low-intensity warfare going on now.”’ 

The governments of Guatemala and El Salvador are 
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more repressive than that of Nicaragua, he said. In those 
two countries, ‘‘their idea of censorship is to kill those 
who disagree with them.”’ 

Conger said the United States provides advisers, weap- 
ons and direction in these three countries. 

‘‘Our government seems intent on a military victory 
there, no matter what the cost,’’ he said. Because it con- 
siders many of these Central Americans as political ref- 
ugees, it claims they are not eligible for asylum. As a re- 
sult, they are forced to return to their own countries 
where they face persecution and even death. 

Many refugees have gone to Canada, but now that 
country is cracking down and limiting the number of 
those to whom it will grant asylum, he said. 

Conger, a full-time Methodist seminarian, remains ac- 
tive in the sanctuary movement, attending meetings in 
the San Francisco Bay area. 

‘‘We need more churches to declare themselves sanctu- 

ary churches,’’ he said. That support can mean helping to 
shelter refugees, helping others who shelter them and 
writing letters supporting refugee asylum. 
_ Conger also criticized the new Immigration and Natur- 
alization Service policy that creates amnesty for undoc- 
umented aliens who can prove their residency in the 
United States since 1982. ; 

‘‘They’re concerned about reprisals if they fail to pro- 
vide proper documentation,”’ he said. ‘“There’s a lot of 
anxiety about that.”’

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Pastors object 
to Saturday 
night Masses 


ST. CLOUD, Minn. Several 
pastors answering a St. Cloud diocesan 
liturgy survey complained that Saturday 
evening Masses have become an abuse. 

.) Liturgies on Saturday evening too 
often are “‘quickie Masses,’’ viewed with 
an ‘‘in-and-out, get-it-over-with’” 
attitude, one pastor said. 

Another pastor called Saturday Masses 
an ‘‘abused privilege,’ and a_ third 
described them as a ‘‘grave liturgical 
abuse.”’ 

More than one suggested that Saturday 
evening liturgies be held only in ‘‘certain 
designated areas’’ to serve the needs of 
the few who really cannot attend Mass on 
Sunday. 

“I think the exception has become the 
rule and many abuses have crept in, thus 
destroying the sacred character of 
Sunday,’’ one pastor wrote. 

Another suggested that the Saturday 
Masses have contributed to a climate in 
which few Catholics pay attention to holy 
days and ‘‘an increasing number seem 
less scrupulous about what constitutes 
-Servile work on Sundays.”’ 

The survey, by the diocesan Office of 
Worship, was initiated in 1985 by Bishop 
George Speltz of St. Cloud, now retired, 
and asked pastors to evaluate their 
weekend and holy day Mass schedules in 
terms of quality and attendance, with an 
eye to eliminating poorly attended Masses 
where possible and improving the quality 
of each celebration. 

Results were reported Feb. 26 in the St. 
Cloud Visitor diocesan newspaper. 

The liturgical practice of evening 
Masses the day before a Sunday or major 
feast is based on a long tradition in the 
church of viewing a feast as beginning 
with nightfall the previous day. 


Officials meet in Seattle 
to assess archdiocese 


SEATTLE — Key church officials of the 
Seattle Archdiocese and the Pacific 
Northwest met March 6 and 7 with the 
Vatican’s special commission assessing the 
church situation in Seattle following the 
division of Archbishop Raymond 
Hunthausen’s authority, the commission 
announced March 8. The three-member 
commission — Cardinals Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago and John J. 
O’Connor of New York and Archbishop 
John R. Quinn of San Francisco — was 
named in February. Ina series of meetings 
at St. Patrick’s Seminary in Menlo Park, 
Calif., the panel separately interviewed 
eight Pacific Northwest bishops, the seven 
members of the Seattle archdiocesan Board 
of Consultors, and five key members of the 
archdiocesan staff. 


Women to participate in 
foot-washing ceremony 


WASHINGTON — Women can be 
included in the Catholic Church’s Holy 
Thursday foot-washing ceremony, says a 
memo sent to the U.S. bishops in March by 
the bishops’ Committee on Liturgy. The 
inclusion of both men and women inthe rite 
emphasizes Christ’s ‘“humble service’’ to 
his followers and ‘‘the service that shouldbe 
given by all the faithful to the church and to 
the world,’’ the memo said. Last year 
Bishop Anthony Bevilacqua of Pittsburgh 
provoked a nationally. publicized 
‘controversy when he told his priests that 
only men’s feet could be washed. The 
governing liturgical rule, he said, spoke of 
those chosen for the rite as ‘‘viri,’’ a Latin 
term which refers only to males. Before 
Bishop Bevilacqua’s order, parishes in 

“many parts of the country routinely 
involved both men and women in the foot- 
washing ceremony.

Vatican tries to reinstate 
strict Carmelite rules 


-WASHINGTON — The Vatican is 
seeking comment from the world’s 
cloistered Carmelite nuns on draft 
legislation which, if adopted, would 
reinstate some of the strict practices of the 
past. The draft, prepared by the Vatican 
Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes at the direction of Pope John Paul 
II, wouldhave nuns wearing veils over their 
faces, going to the sacrament of 
Reconciliation in the presence of a witness, 
and following a strict cloister which would 
rarely allow attendance at conferences or 
educational meetings. The document was 
sent to the 826 Carmelite monasteries 
worldwide at the end of 1986. 


Nun retirement project 
distributes donations 
WASHINGTON — The national Tri- 


Conference Retirement Project, 
established by three Catholic agencies to 
help religious orders deal with increasing 
retirement costs, will distribute donations 
sent to the project since its inception to the 
neediest orders, its director said. Sister 
Mary Oliver Hudon said the project has 
never actively solicited funds, but 
individuals have sent donations since it was 
established last May by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Menand 
the Leadership Conference of Women 
Religious. She said March 4 that about 
$700,000 has been received but the money 
will not be distributed until December. 


Diocese develops plans 
to address farm crisis 


WICHITA, Kan. — Wichita Bishop 
Eugene J. Gerber has announced a series 
of meetings in his diocese to determine 
ways the church can address the farm 


crisis. Three regional meetings will be 
held in the diocese beginning March 15, 
followed by a diocese-wide meeting May 
8 to develop ‘‘action plans’’ to meet the 


- crisis. Bishop Gerber said he decided to 


call the meetings in an attempt to discover 
“‘whether there is more we as a church 
should be doing, more we as Catholics 
can do for one another in the household of 
faith, and beyond that, whether there is 
more we can do in concert with people of 
other faith traditions.’’ 


Archdiocese orders 
end to Dignity Masses 


NEW YORK — The Archdiocese of 
New York has ordered an end to the 
weekly Mass sponsored by Dignity at St. 
Francis Xavier Church, a Jesuit parish in 
Jower Manhattan. Dignity, a support 
group for Catholic homosexuals, has 
about 100 chapters around the country. 
In addition to promoting social and 
spiritual support for homosexual men and 
women, it advocates changes in church 
teachings and practice regarding 
homosexual persons and homosexual 
activity. Many had expected the 
archdiocesan action since New York’s 
Cardinal John J. O’Connor expressed 
support for a Feb. 4 directive from Bishop 
Francis J. Mugavero in the neighboring 
Diocese of Brooklyn that Dignity Masses 
could not be held in churches or other 
facilities of his diocese.

Archbishop 
backs troubled 
church banker 


WASHINGTON — The president 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops has expressed his ‘‘personal and 
fraternal support’’ for American Arch- 
bishop Paul Marcinkus, president of the 
Vatican bank, following reports of the 
issuance of an arrest warrant for Arch- 
bishop Marcinkus in Italy. 

The NCCB president, Archbishop 
John L. May of St. Louis, described 
Archbishop Marcinkus as ‘‘a man of 
integrity and honesty.’’ He also 
criticized some news coverage of the 
controversy and cautioned against a 
“‘rush to judgment.”’ 

Archbishop May and Archbishop 
Marcinkus were seminary classmates in 
Chicago and were ordained together in 
1947 by Cardinal Samuel Stritch of 
Chicago. 

Archbishop Marcinkus and two of the 
Vatican bank’s top officials reportedly 
are subjects of arrest warrants on 
suspicion of being accessories to 
fraudulent bankruptcy in the case of the 
failed Italian bank Banco Ambrosiano. 

“T wish to extend words of personal 
and fraternal support at this difficult 
moment to Archbishop Paul 
Marcinkus,’’ Archbishop May said ina 
statement issued March 6 by the NCCB 
in Washington. 

“While I cannot pretend to be in 
possession of all of the facts pertaining to 
the present situation, I do know 
Archbishop Marcinkus to be a man of 
integrity and honesty,’’ the St. Louis 
prelate said. 

“T feel confident that a full disclosure 
of the facts would absolve Archbishop 
Marcinkus of any suspicion of wrong- 
doing,’’ he said.

Michel noted, however, that they hope to make the 
celebration as festive as possible.

Secrets make her uncomfortable 


Dear Bob, 

I have this friend who I sometimes really feel 
uncomfortable around. I wish I didn’t feel this way. She is 
really nice but, she’s told me her darkest secrets and wow, 
are they dark! She also talks about the Lord as if she is 
going to die tomorrow. How can I learn to be more 
comfortable around her? 

Uneasy 
Dear Uneasy, 

Without knowing her secrets I’ll have to give you some 
general advice. First off, what are you afraid of? What are 
you feeling? Once you know what it is that is bothering 
you, you can talk with her about your feelings. It’s 
important for both of you to understand that it isn’t she 
who makes you feel uncomfortable but what she has told 
you. It could be you don’t fully understand her secrets 
and how they affect her, or it could be you don’t fully 
understand her relationship with the Lord. The only way 
to find out is to ask and listen. Share your feelings with 
her and listen to hers. An example question would be, 
‘Sometimes when you talk about God I feel afraid 
because it sounds like you are going to die or something.”’ 
Be careful not to attack her; to be genuine in your desire 
to find out about her beliefs. If you don’t feel comfortable 
with what you hear, then you'll need to decide if the 
friendship is as important as what you’ve found out. 


Balancing relationships 


Dear Bob, 

My best friend is starting to get together with this guy. 
The problem is that she’s always spending all of her time 
with him and I’m left out in the cold. What should I do? 

What about me? 
Dear What, 

You know, that happens a lot. I’ve done it to my 
friends in the past and I’ve also been in the same place 
you have. . It is cold. The first thing to do is 
understand what your friend is feeling. It is exciting to be 
in a new relationship. In the excitement of getting closer 
and closer to one special person, it’s easy to forget to 
spend time with even a best friend. That doesn’t mean 
you are less valuable to her, only that the newness of this 
relationship has taken her. How would you feel in her 
place? Be honest. Can you see how easy it would be to lose 
track of your friends? The second thing to do would be 
share your feelings with her. ‘‘You are my best friend and 
I miss you.’’ Be excited for her, share in her happiness, let 
her know you care about her and that you want to spend 
time just being friends. It’s hard to balance relationships; 
it takes practice. Be patient with her. Remember, best 
friends are hard to come by and will usually last longer 
than most romances. 


Miscommunication with mom 


Dear Bob, 

I’m having a real problem with my mom. She’s been 
accusing me of taking drugs. I’ve tried to tell her that I’m 
not stupid and I’m not about to ruin my life with chemical 
substances. She obviously doesn’t believe me. 

I say no! 
Dear No, 

Your mom is telling you that she loves you in a sort of 
backhanded way. Try acknowledging that. ‘‘Mom, I 
know you love me and are worried about me. I don’t use 
drugs and I promise I won’t.’’ Discuss this in a non- 
emotional way. Ask why she thinks you are involved in 
drug abuse. Maybe you can pinpoint what it is that is 
worrying her? Is it possible she doesn’t know you very 
well anymore? Could it be that making it a point to talk 
casually with your mom about what is going on in your 
life may solve the whole problem? 


Dad seems perturbed 


Dear Bob, 

It seems like my dad is always mad at me. He is always 
yelling at me. Everything I do is wrong or not done well 
enough. He complains about everything. I don’t know 
why. What should I do?

Dear Someone, 

You are right! You are someone and someone special. 
No matter what happens, you must hang on to that 
knowledge. It could be that your father is venting his 
frustration with work, money problems or even himself. 
It also could be he just never learned how to say “‘good 
job.’’ Keep doing the best you can do and try these 
suggestions. Do some odd jobs around the house without 
being asked and take pride in your accomplishments. 
Don’t wait or look for praise: it may not come. Pat your 
own back. Second, try telling your mom and dad you love 
them. If it is too hard to say, try a letter, but learn how to 
say it anyway. Your dad may learn from you. Third, 
choose a time when your dad isn’t unhappy with you. Let 
him know there is something bothering you. Tactfully tell 
him that you are trying to please him but it doesn’t seem 
to be working. See what he says.

Especial-a Southern Cross 


Hoy Southern Cross publica para los lectores hispanos un 
prospecto general de la carta pastoral de los obispos, ‘‘Justicia 
Econémica Para Todos.’’ Este resumen del primer capttulo y breve 
andlisis fue escrito por el Padre Bernal, consultor pastoral del 
Centro Padre Hidalgo.

e Asuntos principales de la politica econdmica; 

e Un nuevo experimento estadounidense: Un modelo 
para el bienestar publico; 

e¢ Un compromiso para el futuro. 

.En el primer capitulo, toda visidn econdmica — que es 
humana, moral, cristiana — se encuadra por tres 
cuestiones: ;Qué hace la economia en favor del pueblo? 
éCémo lo afecta? ¢:Cdémo participa en élla el pueblo? 

La economia se forma de acciones y decisiones 
humanas y afecta la fe, las esperanzas y los modelos de 
vida del pueblo. ; 

Hay muchos signos de esperanza en la vida econémica 
de los EE.UU. hoy. Pero también hay muchas fallas. 
Existen muchos sin hogar, hambreados, mendigos y 
desempleados. Hay personas que tienen trabajo inestable 
asi como familias sin apoyo social. 

_ En el exterior, hay. 800 millones en la miseria y 450 
millones de famélicos,: que ensombrecen nuestra 
prosperidad. 

Los ajustes econdmicos pueden ser poderosas fuerzas 
para el bien personal y social, o para el mal. Las opciones 
econémicas no son meramente técnicas, sino implican 
cuestiones de valores — morales, humanos, justicieros — 
a los cuales puede contribuir la tradicién cristiana. 


La Economia de los EE.UU.: Memorias y esperanzas 


Los EE.UU. han proporcionado trabajo y un patrdn de 
wida sin precedentes a millones, ofreciéndoles una “‘tierra 
prometida de libertad politica y oportunidades 
econémicas.”’ 

Pero esto ha implicado seria injusticia con los ‘‘nativos 
americanos,’’ revolucién, 250 afios de esclavitud, guerra 
civil, lucha para proteccidn de los obreros y del sufragio 
femenino, trabajo infantil, la Gran Depresidn, y el 
moviemiento por los derechos humanos en los 60s. 

E] sistema de valores de los EE.UU. reconoce la 


propiedad y la limitacién mercantil por los derechos 


humanos fundametales; asi pues, modificamos el 
mercado para proteger a los mas vulnerables (las uniones 


obreras, la seguridad social, la defensa ambiental). 
La economia de los EE.UU. se ha construido con una 
lucha creativa. La tarea actual no es menos exigente. 


Problemas urgentes de hoy 


Un ‘‘signo importante de nuestros tiempos’’ es que los 
EE.UU., con mds de un cuarto del poder nuclear 
mundial, juegan un papel prominente en la economia 
global, cada vez mas interdependiente. 

En algunas industrias, empero, el capital movil y la 
tecnolgia homogénea, convierten el trabajo en el costo 
mas variable de la produccidn, presionando a firmas de 
los EE.UU..a reducir los salarios, transladarse al 
extranjero o cerrar. Los obreros de los EE.UU y sus 
comunidades no deben soportar solos estas cargas. 

La ecologfa mundial, don de Dios para todos, también 
est4 bajo presién creciente. Necesitamos una nueva ética 
ecolégica para prospectar un futuro justo y mantenible. 

Naciones geogrdfica, cultural e ideolégicamente 
separadas, ahora se juntan en una compleja red 
econémica, tecnoldgica y ambiental, 
comunes. Estos lazos crean esperanza por una nueva 
forma de comunidad mundial justa, y piden mayor 
atencién para vencer las desigualdades en los patrones de 
vida y en los controles de recursos. 

No podemos mirar el bienestar estadounidense como el 
Unico bien por alcanzar, ni considerar solo nuestro 
enorme poderfo. Lo que nosotros vemos como “‘creciente 
interdependencia’’ es juzgado por muchos otros como 
patron de dominacidén y dependencia. 

En casa, la promesa del ‘‘suefio americano”’ 
permanece insatisfecha para millones. Algunas dreas 
demandan singular atencidn: 

© Desempleo: Pese a muchos nuevos empleos en la 
pasada década y a la creciente recuperacién econémica, 
cerca de 8 millones de personas buscan y no hallan 
trabajo. Muchos mds dejan la busqueda con frustracién. 
La nacidn parece tolerar sus mayores niveles de 
desempleo, cuya injusta distribucién empeora la tragedia. 

e Pobreza: 33 millones de estadounidenses son pobres; 
de 20 a 30 millones necesitan ayuda. La pobreza aumenta 
en el pais. Los negros, los hispanos, los nativos 
americanos, las mujeres, y los nifios lo sufren 
desproporcionadamente. 

Que tdntos sean pobres en una nacién tan rica como la 
nuestra es un escdndalo social y moral que no puede 
ignorarse. Ademds, muchos obreros y ciudadanos de clase 
media viven angustiosamente cercanos al peligro de la 
pobreza. 

Uno de los mas serios problemas nacionales es que las 
vida familiar y econdémica no se coadyuvan mutuamente. 
El destrozarse de las familias impone altos costos 
culturales y econdémicos a la sociedad. 

Tanto la conviccién cristiana como nuestra promesa

© Militarizacién: La inversién de creatividad y 
materiales para producir armamentos, agrava estos 
problemas y distrae recursos a las necesidades sociales. 
Las polizas de defensa deben evaluarse segtin sus 
contribuciones a la libertad, justicia y paz para todos. (Cf. 
“‘Desafio de Paz,’’ USCC, 1983) 

Nuestros muchos problemas econdédmicos claman pox 
mds profundos compromisos morales y culturales: hay 
que hallarle significado y valor al trabajo, apoyar la 
libertad individual con la cooperacién social, crear formas 
justas de interdependencia universal. Esto nos pide 
integrar la fe religiosa con la realidad diaria. 


La necesidad de visién moral

que la economia sirva mas rectamente a todos. Deseamos 
ayudar a que las familias de clase media y aquellos en | 
posiciones de responsabilidad, contribuyan a una 
economia mas justa. 

El pobre sera el mds afectado. Nuestras decisiones 
deben juzgarse segtin lo que ellas hagan en favor del 
pobre, afecten al pobre y lo capaciten a actuar por si 
mismo. 

E] criterio moral funadmental es: Todas las decisiones, 
normas e€ instituciones econdmicas deben servir a todos, 
especialmente a los pobres. a 

La carta de los obispos se basa en una larga tradicidn de 
ensefanza social catdlica, que insiste en que la dignidad 
humana realizada en comunidad con los demas y con toda 
la creacién, es la norma para medir las instituciones 
sociales. 

' Esta tradicidn crece mediante la colaboracién con 
muchos de las comunidades catdlicas, protestantes y 
judias. d 

Escribimos para gufa de los catdlicos y para unir 
nuestra voz al debate publico. El vinculo comtn de “‘ser 
humanos’’ es la fuente de nuestra confianza de 
unificarnos en una visidn moral ptiblica renovada. 

Nos sentimos retados por la necesidad de una atencién 
seria y sostenida sobre la justicia econdmica. 

Hay algo que preocupa hondamente a los obispos de los 
EE.UU., y a todos los verdaderos catdlicos, y que motiva 
la carta: la influencia definitiva de nuestro pais sobre la 
economfa mundial y sobre la justa reparticién de los 
bienes — creados por Dios para todos — y mal 
distribuidos entre los ciudadanos de la nacidn y entre los, 
pueblos de la tierra (la mayoria de los cuales viven en un 
‘Tercer Mundo de miseria).

USD dedicates $11 million ‘living room’

ALCALA PARK — University of San 


Diego officials dedicated the campus’ 
“living room’’ during ceremonies in the 
new University Center March 6. 

Designed as a focal point of the 
university’s daily life, the $11 million 
facility will accommodate USD students, 
faculty and staff. 

The 76,000-square-foot center includes 
a game room, grocery store, 
computer/typing room, student council 
offices, music listening areas, 
faculty/staff dining rooms, and lounges 
for graduate and undergraduate students. 

The University Center is the seventh 
and most costly addition to USD since 


1978. It opened its doors in January, 18 
months after ground was broken for the 
project. 


Two other additions, a $10.5 million 
student housing facility and a $3 million 


law library expansion, are anticipated by 
1990. 


A ribbon-cutting ceremony outside the 
center was abandoned due to rain. USD 
trustee James Colochis presented Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, board of trustees 
president, with a key to the building. 


‘“‘This building not only gives 
affirmation and opportunities to students, 
but also provides growth of the spirit,’ 


Bishop Maher told a crowd of some 300 -
